Chicago. Sept. 7.— A post-mortem 
examination of the body 
of 
Mrs. 
Maude A. King, widow of James C. 
King, late Chicago millionaire whose 
death resulted from a bullet wound 
near Concord. N. C., August 2b, indi­ 
cated that Mrs. King was murdered 
in the opinion of Coroner Peter M. 
Hoffman. The body 
was 
removed 
from the mausoleum here and the ex­ 
amination conducted just before mid­ 
night last night by order of Judge 
Kersten of the criminal branch of the 
circuit court. l)r. M. Bauesmaistor, 
pathologist of Northwestern 
Uni­ 
versity, conducted the examination 
in th e presence of representatives ot 
the police and coroner’s office. 
“ In my opinion from examination 
and post-mortem the wound was not 
self-inflicted,” said Mr. Hoffman 
contradiction to the coroner’s jury at 
Concord. 
The verdict of the examining phy­ 
sician concludes: 
“ The entrance of the wound w-as 
about two inches forward of the cen­ 
ter of the skull behind the left ear. 
It showed no signs of burns nor pow­ 
der marks, indicating that the revol­ 
ver was a considerable distance from 
the head when discharged. 
“ The left ankle showed a dark dis­ 
coloration. The examination reveal­ 
ed it was broken before death. Other 
organs were negative and In healthy, 
normal condition.” 
Mrs. King’s death occurred early 
in the evening of August 29 about 
two miles from Concord, after Mrs. 
King, Gaston B. Means, her counsel 
and business adviser, A. S. Bingham 
and Alfred Means, brother of Gaston, 
started for an automobile ride. She 
was shot when she and Gaston MeanH 
had left the car and 
stopped at

roadside spring to get a drink, Ernest 
Eury, negro chauffeur, testified at the 
Concord inquest th at he had

back on the road when the party de­ 
scended at the spring.

Another significant fact in connec­ 
tion with the chronological record is 
the listing among the 
Jones 
and 
Smith families of the death of ‘Dr. 
Bird, who departed this life on the 
13th of February, 184 5.” 
The third wife of Zaddock Smith 
was Mary Willis Bird, 
this entry 
serving to fortify the record of Za- 
dock Smith's heirs 
as 
previously 
brought out in court litigation over 
the farmer’s millions. 
The old Bible is yellow from age 
and some leaves are torn and worn 
with a few leaves loose. That portion 
of the Bible containing the records 
of births, marriages and deaths, how­ 
ever, are not among the loose leaves, 
giving evidence of being an integ­ 
ral part of the old book which has 
been in use in the negro church for 
these 30 years.
